Veterans  Propose  New  Organization 
Rug  Suggested  For  Library  Entrance 


Ralph  Nader  will  discnss 
"Corporate  Responsibility  and 
Consumer  Protection"  Thursday 
at  8  p.m.  in  Weston  Auditorium. 
Students  will  be  admitted  free 
and  the  public  will  be  charged 
$1.00. 

An  outstanding  lawyer,  an 
outspoken  critic  of  auto-safety 
legislation,  Ralph  Nader  is  in- 
strumental in  bringing  about 
many  of  the  changes  in  the  auto- 
mobile industry  to  produce  safer 
cars  and  reduce  highway  death. 
He  has  worked  on  legal  prob- 
lems and  policies,  both  legisla- 
tive and  judical,  of  highway 
safety  and  automobile  design 
and  has  served  as  a  consultant 
and  contributor  to  many  leading 
legal  publications. 

With  the  recognition  that 
we-ve  had  the  technological 
potential  and  economic  capabil- 
ity to  build  safer  cars  for 
decades,  he  was  appalled  at  the 
tolerance  of  needless  highway 
slaughter  and  maiming  of  hun- 
dreds of  thousands  of  people 
annually.  Mr.  Nader  believes 
that  unsafe  autos  pose  a  pro- 
found professional  challenge  to 
the  legal,  medical  and  engineer- 
ing professions,  who  have  the 
responsibility  not  just  to  apply 
their  optimum  skUls  to  the 
problems  but  to  work  for  the 
elimination  of  those  very  prob- 
lems whenever  possible.  His 
best-seller,  "Unsafe  at  Any 
Speed",  illustrates  his  thinking 
on  this  subject. 

Ralph  Nader  received  his 
A.B.  from  Princeton  University 
in  1955  and  his  L.L.B.  in  1958 
from  Harvard  Law  School.  He 
served  as  a  Research  Assistant 
in  Harvard  Law  School  from 
1958-59,  and  after  serving  the 
U.S.  Army,  he  began  the  prac- 
tice of  law.  His  articles  have  ap- 
peared in  the  Atlantic  Monthly, 
The  Nation,  New  Republic, 
Christian  Science  Monitor.

John  Mahoney,  presented  his  view 
to  a  number  of  students.  Certain- 
ly this  subject  was  well  appre- 
ciated by  all  of  us  who  attended 
the  discussion,  as  this  is  so  pertin- 
ent in  these  times  of  upheaval  of 
authority  not  only  in  the  church 
but  in  aU  phases  of  life.  As  a  re- 
sult of  the  pertinence  of  the  sub- 
ject and  the  various  opinions  held, 
the  discussion  period  was  rather 
lively. 

Tonight  at  7:30  p.  m.  a  group  of 
volunteers  from  the  Catholic 
Church  Extension  Society  will  be 
at  the  Center.  These  volunteers 
work  within  the  community  to  fill 
a  demand  for  funds  for  the  buildi- 
ing  of  Chapels  and  the  support  of 
home  missionaries.  The  Extension 
Society  helps  financially  needy 
diocese  in  the  U.  S.  as  well  as  de- 
veloping a  program  for  the  volunr 
teers. 

Father  Drinan's  discussion  of 
Social  Justice  and  Racial  Under- 
standing last  Thursday  was  very 
well  received.  His  position  was 
clearly  defined  as  radically  pro- 
moting the  cause  of  the  Negro. 
The  question  and  answer  period 
which  followed  was  lenghty  and 
animated. 

On  Friday,  November  15,  the 
Newman  Association  is  opening  a 
Coffee  House  at  the  Center.  Live 
entertainment  will  be  provided  by 
students  of  the  college.  Admission 
is  25c  for  non-members  and  free 
for  members.  Hours  are  from 
8-11  p.  m.  and  all  are  welcome. 


The  SGA  meeting  was  called 
to  order  by  Pres.  Bob  Audette 
at  6:40  on  Nov.  4,  1968.  No  of- 
ficial motions  could  be  made  or 
passed  because  a  quorum  was 
not  present. 

A  committee  was  organzed  to 
look  at  the  constitution  of  a  new 
campus  organization  called 
V.E.C.T.O.R..  Veterans'  Educa- 
tional Coimcil  to  Organize  and 
Represent.  This  organization 
represents  the  63  veterans  en- 
rolled as  students  at  FSC.  As  a 
united  organization  the  veterans 
hope  to  hasten  the  rate  of  re- 
ceiving  government   checks. 

The  ad  hoc  Anniversary  Oom- 
mittee  which  includes:  Dr. 
Greene,  Miss  Tater,  Dr.  Nash, 
Dr.  Durant,  Linda  Hansen,  and 
Gary  Mitchell,  was  given  per- 
mission to  go  before  the  Finan- 
cial Committee  to  request  funds 
to  promote  their  activities. 


Julien  Doktor  suggested  that 
a  length  of  carpet  be  purchased 
and  installed  in  the  library, 
from  the  entrance  to  the  circul- 
lation  desk  and  up  the  stairs  to 
the  Reference  Room.  The  run- 
ner would  be  three  feet  wide 
and  would  cost  approximately 
$96.00.  Julien  and  a  group  of 
students  feel  that  the  noise 
caused  by  students  walking  in 
these  areas  is  distracting  to 
those  who  are  studying. 

President  Bob  Audette  sug- 
gested that  the  Scholarship  Com- 
mittee look  into  the  procedure 
for  selecting  the  Student  of  the 
Year  and  make  additional 
recommendations  c  o  n  c  e  rning 
this  procedure.  This  committee 
is  also  to  look  into  the  reason 
why  students  are  never  made 
aware  of  what  students  make 
Who's   Who. 

The  meeting  was  adjourned  at 
7  p.m.

So  I've  Heard . . . 


Never  Go  For  Coffee 


The  Library 


There  is  an  undercurrent  of  dissatisfaction  on  campus 
these  days.  It  stems  from  one  place  —  the  library.  It  seems 
that  the  students  feel  the  library  should  be  open  when  it 
isn't. 

Students  living  in  the  dormitories  think  the  library  should 
be  open  Sunday  afternoon  and  night  for  those  students  who 
either  stay  all  weekend  or  come  back  early  on  Sunday. 

Conunuting  students  would  like  to  see  the  library  open  until 
eight  or  nine  and  are  unable  to  use  the  facilities  which  close 
at  nine-thirty. 

Having  the  library  open  on  Saturday  afternoon  would  be 
of  service  to  both  commuters  and  dorm  students  staying  for 
the  weekend. 

In  addition,  since  the  majority  of  the  college  lives  within 
commuting  distance,  it  seems  unreasonable  for  the  library  to 
suspend  the  few  hours  it  is  usually  open  on  Saturday  when  the 
dorms  are  closed. 

What  can  be  done  to  remedy  the  situation?  There  are 
no  definite  answers  but  here  are  a  few  suggestions. 

Most  of  the  social  clubs  on  campus  pledge  some  form  of 
service  to  the  college.  Wouldn't  it  be  possible  for  these  groups 
to  volunteer  their  services  to  staff  the  library?  It  would  only 
be  a  few  hours  a  week  for  w^hich  each  club  would  be  respons- 
ible. 

Secondly,  the  library  employs  students  in  the  work-study 
plan.  Couldn't  these  students  be  used  at  other  times  than  dur- 
ing the  college  day? 

Whenever  the  question  arises  of  keeping  the  library  open, 
invariably  the  shortage  of  money  appears  in  the  reply.  Five 
dollars  of  each  student's  SGA  fee  goes  into  the  library  fund. 
This  year,  the  library  received  nearly  ten  thousand  dollars. 

Couldn't  some  of  this  money  be  utilized  to  improve  the 
existing  conditions?  Or  is  it  unreasonable  to  ask  that  the 
students'  money  be  used  to  benefit  the  students? 

As  someone  is  reading  this,  they  are  saying:  the  money 
IS  used  for  the  students'  benefit.  It  is  purchasing  the  books 
and  materials  needed  for  accreditation. 

What  is  the  sense  of  purchasing  this  material  if  the  stu- 
dents have  little  access  to  it?  Doesn't  the  accrediting  board 
check  to  see  how^  many  hours  the  students  can  use  the  library? 
If  they  don't,  they  should. 

It  is  great  to  have  a  library  stocked  with  the  latest  period- 
icals, reference  materials,  and  viewing  equipment.  With  the 
hours  the  library  is  now  open,  no  one  has  to  worry  about  them 
ever  getting  worn  out.
